HEBREW BOOKSHELF 


Ancient Texts Rerised 


The Jewish Theoiogical Se- 
minary of America has estab- 
lished the Louis Rabino- 
witz Institute for Research in 
Rabbinics to publish accurate 
texts of ancient rabbinic lite- 
rature. 

In announcing the project, 
Dr. Louis Finkelstein. Presi- 
dent of the Seminary, pointed 
out, according to a report in 
the N. Y. Times, that present 
editions were simply reprints 
of early editions and contained 
many errors, misprints and 
misquotations. 

Nine books. including the 
Mishna and Tosefta, and the 
early commentaries on the 
Pentateuch, known as Mekhilta, 
Sifra and Sifre, are so far 
scheduiecd for publication within 
a period of about ten years 
and at a cost of 
$300,000. The revised texts, Dr. 
Finkelstein sakl, will “virtually 
revolutionize the study of rab- 
binie literature and history.” 

The institution was cstab- 
lished through a grant’ made 
by Louis M. Rabinowitz, a New 

York manufacturer. The edi- 
torial board will consist of Dr.
